blackout. 
The charge wras placed 
by Chief Guise today before Justice 
of the Peace John H. Basehor?, 
W ardens reported they were unable 
to enter the Foth apartm ent to put 
out the bulb. 
Third September T /st 
A number of other lights were 
burning during the start of the 
blackout but wardens were able to 
enter the buildings to extinguish 
the lights. It was stated that where 1 
provision is made to allow wardens j 
to enter the homes to put out the 
lights in event of a blackout, lights 
may be left burning while the resi­ 
dents are away from home. 
Where 
no such provisions are made the 
burning of the lights Is in violation 
of the blackout regulations and will 
be prosecuted, members of the coun­ 
cil of defense said 
The air raid test, the third this 
month, got underway at 8:49 o'clock 
Monday evening when the yellow 
signal was given to defense officials 
here. 
The first blue signal was 
soimded at 9:11 o'clock, putting out 
lights throughout the county and 
state.

making the world's largest synthetic 
diamond, died Monday after an ill­ 
ness of nine months. 
Born In McKnightstown. Dr. H er­ 
shey was graduated from Gettysburg 
college in 1907 and three years later 
received the degree of m aster of 
science from his Alma M ater. 
He 
was the author of chem istry tex t­ 
books and laboratory m anuals. 
The synthetic diamond produced 
by Dr. Hershey was large only in 
comparison to tile products of pre­ 
vious experimenters, for its m eas­ 
urem ents were about the size of a 
pinhead. 
He began his research in 1929 and 
became convinced th at only tech­ 
nical difficulties stand in the wray of 
commercial 
production 
of 
syn­ 
thesized diamonds His method was 
to heat pure carbon w ith 'pure iron 
filings in a graphite crucible until 
the mass was molten, 
and 
then 
plunge It into a freezing liquid. The 
cooling of the outer surface caused 
contraction, while the w hite-hot in ­ 
terior expanded, and the resultant 
pressure caused the carbon particles 
to crystallize Into graphite and dia­ 
monds.

No figure was given for the amount 
that the Knouse Corporation would 
obtain except that the number of 
bushels would be more than twice 
(he amount sent to the Aspers plant. 
Discuss Uniform Priers 
While mast of the apple trees will 
bear as many apples this year as 
last, the apples will be smaller and 
as a result number of bushels will 
be about 35 per cent of last year’s 
crop, the growers present estimated. 
Much of the meeting was taken 
up by a discussion on methods of 
stabilizing the market so that all 
growers would 
receive 
the same 
prices for the same grade of apples.

Only first, second

POINT VALUE; 
MEATS CHANGE 


W ashington, Sept. 211 
I API—R e­ 
flecting stUl-dwtndlin* production, 
another sharp increase in the ration 
cost of butter—-from the current 12 
to 16 points beginning Sunday—was 
announced today by the Office of 
Price Administration. 
The point values of most meat will 
remain unchanged, OPA said ex­ 
cept for some slight upward adjust­ 
ments. 
Processed food changes for Octo­ 
ber, announced last night, called 
largely for stiff increxses in canned 
fruit values although there will be 
small reductions for some important 
vegetables. 
The amount of butter available 
to civilians continued to dwindle 
during September because produc­ 
tion fell an estimated IO per cent 
under a year ago, OPA said in ex­ 
planation. 
Meat Point Changes 
OPA said farm (or country) butter 
would be raised also from six to JO 
points, and announced: 
(1)—Standard cuts of beef, veal 
and lamb remain unchanged, while 
several lamb and veal variety meats 
are reduced one point. 
(2)—A total of eight 
standard 
pork cuts. including center chops 
and loin roasts, are increased ©ne to 
two points. 
(31—Eighteen meat cuts, mainly 
variety types such as brains and kid­ 
neys, are now point-free. 
(4)—A number of cheese, includ­ 
ing cream cheese, cream cottage 
cheese, Swiss, bleu and Camembert, 
are increased a point a pound. 
In the processed foods program, 
shortages of supply and military 
needs brought sharp advances for 
No. 2 size cans of red sour cherries 
(14 to 25), all other cherries except 
maraschino (14 to 23), grapefruit 
IO to 18); No. 2H size apricots (27 
to 36), figs (13 to 21) and prunes 
or plums (7 to 15). There Is also a 
rise of 3 points a quart for grape 
juice.

ough no action can be taken at 
present on the .sewer plant develop­ 
ment which must watt until after 
the war because of priorities and 
labor scarcity, the engineer stated. 
The construction of a purification j 
system would do away with much of j 
the offensive odor coming from Rock 
creek, Winebrenner 
said, 
because 
while the present incomplete plant 
does remove about 95 per cent of the 
solicLs tile remaining five per cent 
goes into the stream and is purified 
by the air in the stream channel. 
All of the odor would not be done 
away with by the construction of the 
plant because there would still be 
some odor from the plant's opera­ 
tion, he said. 
The purification of the sewage 
would also cut down somewhat the 
borough’s mosquito population by 
allowing fish to live in Rock Creek. 
They are now killed off by the im­ 
pure water entering the stream from 
the plant. 
Storm Sewer Work 
A larger storm sew’er system for 
the 
town may be 
desirable 
but 
should have a low priority on post­ 
war plans, Mr. Winebrenner said, 
because of the large expenditures 
that w’oyld be necessary to lay tile 
larger pipes and because the system 
Ls used only a few' days a year. 
Instead he urged that the present 
sanitary sewer system be improved. 
Most of the pipe W’as laid in 1908 
when the towm was much smaller 
and the size of the pipe placed then 
was based on the size of the town 
at that time. As a result it Is most 
important that larger pipe be In­ 
stalled, the borough engineer said. 
The main line running along the 
Tiber Is only 15 inches in diameter 
and should be 30 he asserted.
